STORY OF THE VICTORY. 


Tokyo, May 2, 7 a. m.—After 
five 


days of fighting, largely with artillery, 
the first Japanese army, under Gen- 
eral Kuroki., has forced a crossing of 
the Yalu river and today, with a sal- 
lant infantry charge covering a front- 
£ge of four miles, it drove the Russians 
from Chiu Tien Cheng and the heights 
on the right bank of the Iho (or Aida) 
river, which enters the Yalu from tile 
north almost opposite Wiju. The Jap-, 
ancse turned the left flank of the Rus- 
sian position and in the battle of to- 
day they swept away the new 
front 


interposed by the Russians to 
check 


their onward movement. 


The present position of the Japanese 


is a dominating one, and 
they may 


force the abandonment of the defense 
erected by the Russians at 
Antung 


and other points lower down the river. 
General Kuroki began the movement 
cr. Tuesday by ordering a detachment 
of the Imperial Guards division to 
seize the island of Kinteito. which is 
situated below Wiju. 


The detachment of the 
Imucrial 


Guards met with some resistance but 
it succeeded in clearing: the enemy out 
and occupied Ivirito Island. The Rus- 
sians abandoned the Island of Kinfno 
when attacked by the detachment of 
the Second division. 


The losses of the Imperial Guard 


are not accurately known. On Wed- 
nesday and Thursday the Russians 
bombarded Wiju but it was ineffect- 
ual. A Japanese party was sent 
to 


reconnoiter along the^left bank of tho 
Yalu which met and defeated a small 
detachment of Russians. 
The Czar's 


artillery resumed the bombardment of 
Wiju on Friday, the Japs failing to 
reply. On Saturday the Twelfth Jap- 
anese division, prepared to cross the 


hT. under cover of artillery fire, the 


guns of the Russians keeoing 
ui> a 


continuous fire, as the division fought 
its way to the point where a crossing 
vas to be made. 


A bridge across the main stream of 


the Yalu river, just above Wiju. wa.s 
completed at 8 o'clock Saturday night 
and the Second Japanese Division and 
the Imperial guards immediately began

the Russian position on the right bank 
r.f the river. All Saturday night regi-

But there is a much smaller staff 
of salespeople employed, and even dur- 
ing the holiday rush they are not kept 
busy. Why is there such a remarkable 
difference?

Advertising the Open Sesame to 


Success 


The stories of gigantic fortunes—mil- 


lions—built out of advertising appro- 
priations of a few hundred dollars are 
by no means all fairy tales. Of course 
the few hundred dollars had to be re- 
invested several hundred times, and 
probably not one of the great fortunes 
was built up except after years of 
struggle. 


One prominent manufacturer in the 


textile line told me recently that from 
the,start he had spent his spare change 
in advertising. "I paid my merchan- 
dise bills first," h£ said, "and invested 
the surplus, and the surplus only, in 
advertising. "We built up conservative- 
ly, but the surplus went, and I remem- 
ber that when I used to eat fifteen cent 
lunches and economized in every way 
personally I spent thousands of dollars 
in advertising. 


"When our salesmen invaded the 


eastern field we knew that we had 
reaped the benefit. 
Our house was 


known everywhere, our goods had been 
talked of. We held the key, and we 
used it to open new channels of trade. 
Advertising did it." 


This man began business only thir- 


teen years ago with very little. He is 
today one of Chicago's wealthy men, a 
prominent member of the Chicago Ath- 
letic association and the largest manu- 
facturer in his line in the country. 
Last summer he bought out his leading 
eastern competitor, a nonadvertising 
firm established two generations ago.— 
B. T. Gundlach in Chicago Post. 


Investment, Not Expense. 


Advertising is an investment. 
Like 


an investment in bonds or stocks or 
anything else, it is expected to bring 
in returns; but, like them and all other 
investments, it is accompanied with 
some risks. The risk is mostly a mat- 
ter of judgment in matter, method and 
medium. Too many advertisers figure 
advertising as expense, however, and 
are more interested in getting it down 
as close as possible than in figuring 
it as investment and trying to see how 
much'they can get out of it. The ad- 
vertiser who is anxious to see how 
much space he can get for a little is 
pretty sure to neglect the more impor- 
tant matter of putting the proper things 
into that space to make it profitable. 
Ixot that advertising should not be 
bought as economically as possible— 
space should be bought as carefully as 
anything else—but, unlike merchandise, 
which, being well bought, is half sold, 
advertising space may be bought ever 
so cheap and yet be next to worthless 
because its true value is not made use 
of.—Sacramento (Cal.) Bee.

Polish For Fine Fnrnitnre. 


An excellent cleaner and polisher for 


furniture with a very high finish is 
recommended by an experienced deal- 
er in rare woods. To one tablespoonful 
of linseed oil add an equal proportion 
of turpentine, together with a piece of 
any pure soap the size of a walnut. 
Pour tbis into a vessel containing one 
quart of boiling water and let the 
whole boil for about ten minutes, stir- 
ring it occasionally so that it may be 
well mixed.

unconstitutional that you can drive a 
tour-horse team through any one of 
its provisions."

DECOHATJON FOR A STAIRCASE. 


something can occasionally be done in 
the way of alterations and turning the 
staircase round so as to gain space for 
a comfortable hall sitting room. 
How- 


ever, where an old hull is of good 
width a simple method of treatment 
may be very satisfactory, and such is 
suggested by the accompanying sketch 
of a ball and stairway fresh from the 
hands of a clever decorator. 


The redeeming feature hero in the 


staircase of a large, solidly built, but 
not architecturally interesting house 
is the turn of the three lower steps 
forming a landing or resting place be- 
fore the straight ascent of the next 
flight. This is accentuated by the 
graceful curve of the bulustcr rail, 
surmounted with ». tall electric light 
fitting in wrought iron, the latter cor- 
responding with the light ironwork of 
the balusters. 


The walls are hung with a warm 


crimson damask paper admirably ful- 
filling the object of providing good, 
rich back ground color. 
There is a 


cornice frieze o,f relief work painted 
white, and up the sides of the stair- 
case runs a dado of mock paneling— 
i. e., a paneling formed of moldings 
and a dado rail fixed to the wall and 
with the spaces between them painted 
white. 


The same dado is repeated in the 


hall, and all the woodwork is white, 
with the exception of the doors, which 
are stained and grained to a rich ma- 
hogany tone. 


'On the hall floor and staircases is a 


thick pile carpet, soft myrtle green in 
tone, completing the impression, which 
every well considered hall should give, 
of a house in which warmth and com- 
fort are the predominating elements. 


Attention may be drawn to the prac- 


tical consideration that a treatment 
such as this need not by any means in- 
volve an extensive outlay, no structur- 
al alterations being made and the or- 
nament being of the simplest kind. 


Quite an inexpensive wall paper will 


do nil that is required in the matter of 
color, while the mock paneling, of 
which the effect is excellent, is a very 
different matter as regards cost from 
the handmade paneling.

ANTIQUITY OF CIVILIZATION. 


The March of Time From Flint Im- 


plempntK to Ivory StatavtteM. 


So far as the question of time is con- 


cerned it deserves notice that not mere- 
ly geology, but Jilmnst every form of 
inquiry into the p:isr, throws further 
back the limits usually assigned. 


ICu'ypt, for instance, is continually 


furnishing fresh proofs of the antiq- 


ders 1'etrie expounded at Owens col- 
lege, Manchester, Kngland, a few days 
ago the results of recent explorations 
at Abydos, in upper Egypt, from which 
it appears that the ruins at that one 
spot tell a continuous story that car- 
ries us back to ytJW H. C. Abydos was 
the first capital of Egypt and remained 
for forty-five centuries the religious 
center, the Canterbury of the land, and 
there the Egyptian Exploration fund 
has unearthed the remains of "ten suc- 
cessive temples, one over the other." 
From the age of the iirst temple a 
group of about 200 objects has been 
found, which throws surprising light 
on the civilization of the first dynasty. 
A part of a large glu/ed" pottery vase 
of Menu, the first king of the first dy- 
nasty, about 4700 15. (.'., showed "that 
even then they were making glaze on 
a considerable scale, and also inlaying 
it with a second color. The ivory carv- 
ing was astonishingly line, a figure of 
a king showing a subtlety and power 
of expression us good as any work of 
later ages." 


At about 4000-B. C. an ivory statu- 


ette of Cheops, the builder of the great 
pyramid, was found, the only known 
portrait of him. Milking every possi- 
ble allowance for the marvelous rapid- 
ity of art development, must not many 
thousands of years have rolled over 
between the pristine dwellers in the 
Nile valley and the men who carved 
ivory statuettes and manufactured 
glazed work inlaid with second colors? 
It is a long, long march from flint im- 
plements to the solemn temple ivory 
statuettes and human portraits.—Lon- 
don Telegraph.

The diamond, despite its high price, 


is not the most fashionable stone. The 
emerald enjoys that distinction, but 
the colored stone must have a few dia- 
monds "to throw it up." "When I was 
a youngster," says a famous Jeweler, 
"emeralds were $20 a carat. Today a 
fine stone is worth .$2,000. A twenty 
grain pearl I used to sell at $400. To- 
day it would be worth $3,000. 
Rubles 


and sapphires have gone up also, but 
not so much in proportion. During my 
long experience some stones have come 
in and gone out of favor, the cat's eye, 
for example. Settings are lighter than 
they used to be. The fashion is to set 
precious stones in platinum, as plati- 
num never tarnishes. 
I don't think 


with platinum we get as much bril- 
liancy out of the stone as with silver, 
but silver in foggy weather goes black. 
Never buy a diamond set in gold. If 
you see one in a gold mount, you may 
be suspicious. 
A yellow stone painted 


with black ink looks white, and it is 
then set in gold. That is the way in 
which many pawnbrokers have been 
taken in.
